Cornish. 


CORNISH, N. H., Aug. 3,—Aug:ust St. 


Gaudens, the famous sculptor, who de- 
signed, among his great works, the Shaw 
memorial, opposite the State House on 
Beacon street, and tae great lions on 
the grand stairway in the public library, 
died tonight at ten minutes post 7 o'clock 
at his home in Cornish. 


For several days St. Gaudens had been 


very ill and he gradually sank in spite 
of the constant attention of the most 
skilled physicians. 
Yesterday 
morning 


he was reported to be very low and all 
through the day he gradually sank low- 
er and lower until at the end he slept as 
he passed through the portals of death. 


Last year Mr. St. Gaudens was oper- 


ated upon for a minor trouble and al- 
though he was relieved temporarily, he 
continued In poor health. During the last 
month his decline has been rapid. Until 
toe first part of July he visited his atu- 
dlo nearly /every day, but as he grew 
weaker he had to ,be assisted to Ms 
work. Since the middle of July he was 
obliged to remain in bed. 


Last Wednesday night his 
condition 


was such that it was feared he would not 
live until morning -He rallied, however, 
put continued^ in a^weak state. For two 
days before his death he was unconscious 
the greater part of the time.

defense which he flled with th* board at 
the time he was expelled he d*ni«d em- 
phatically that he had on the occasion 
In question disturbed the harmony, or 
In any -way had Impaired the good name 
of the Olymplo Club. Ke still stands by 
thM declaration. 
In an inteivieW today the Doctor said: 
"I hava long been a member of the 
Olympic Club and have been very much 
devoted to it 
This Calhoan incident was 
really tha first occasion for dissatisfac- 
tion on my part with It But If the son- 
timent of the club is In favor of prosti- 
tuting Us honor and prestige to tha ser- 
vice of such criminals It has )o$t all of 
the qualities which formerly engaged my 
merest, and I feel tjiat It 1ms really 
honor.eo me by Its decree of expulsion' 
"At the hearing last night I was asked 


If I had any apology to make In the mat- 
ter. I replied that I had absolutely no 
apology to offer: 
that what I did was 
done to protect the honor of tha club and 
that 
under 
similar 
oiroumstances 
I 
would again do precisely what I had done 
In this, matter." 


WAS NOT ASSAULTED 


As 4o the charges made by the club at 
the time of the exPUlslpn thM Dr, Clin- 
ton made raise statements to the news- 
papers concerning the Calhoun affair, the 
expelled member said his statements to 
the newspapers -were given out because 
other members of th* club had garbled 
the facts. Said he: 
"One 
of tho statements reported 
to 
lay* been made by others was that I 
had been aaeaulted and maltreated by 
members of the club. This was wholly 
false. 
I denied It absolutely, stating In 
substance what had oqouricd, a« I felt 
bounq to do, for the protection of myself 
and of the credit of the elub, frorh dis- 
tortions and misrepresentations which 
night otherwise have created scandal by 
their publication," 
Dr. Clinton's typewritten defense, which 
was filed with tha board before their 
deliberations, goes thoroughly into the 
question of what happened at tho "boost- 
ers' " banquet. Here is tho doctor's ver- 
ilon of it: 
"While the members of the club ami 
heir guests were seated at the bancjuet 
-able, Mr. Calhoun, who was not a mem- 
>er, entered the room and was greeted 
by some of the members and guests with 
applause. I felt that It was not proper 
for any member of the club to have In- 
vited Sir. Calhoun to attend the banquet 
while he was under indictment by the 
~rand 1urv for a felony

ending members th*t It would be highly 
distasteful to a great nunVber of guests 
and members to nave Mi. Calhoun make 
any speech at tha banquet whiio he stood 
ndlctect for tha grayest ojimo which a 
man can commit against the public 
"1/n.ter, In spit? of tho rule announced, 
heard calls for Mr Cnlhoun to make a 
.ppeoh, and greatly to my surprise and 
ndlgtintlon I saw him rise as if to com- 
jjy with the calls I was relieved to hear 
ninj decline to speak because of the «ule 
which had been announced by the pres!- 
ont. 
"A* I was leaving the scene of the 
anauet I heard Mr. Calhoun commence 
peaking in response to further calls 
which were made for him.

That veteran astronomer, Professor Simon Newcomb, foreign)' 


secretary of the National Academy of Sciences at Washington re- 
cently addressed the summer school at Berkeley on the subject of 
the planet Mars. Newcomb is one of the old school astronomer^ 
who refuse to accept many, of the new theories of the condition of 
the heavenly bodies which are based upon the results obtained* 
through the use of the powerful instruments of latter days. 


Onejrf^these theories assumes the existence of intelligent life 


on the planet Mars, the one member in our solar system which most' 
closely resembles the earth in its physical condition, so far as tha 


n be determined by telescopic observation. Professor 
adheres to the antiquated belief that life is impossible \ 


can affairs, particularly its finances and its commerce. These fihree 
powers were at tfee time more deeply concerned in the suppression 
of disorder in the country than an^ other of the great powers.

gence to the earth's inhabitants. He submitted drawings of what! 
He had seen. The discovery was discredited. Schiaparelli was ac- 
cused of being the victim of an optical illusion, a sensational crank' 
and a scientific faker. 
But in 1879 he triumphed over his professional' 


repudiators by submitting a revised drawing of his original observa- 
tions of the planet's markings showing the changes which had beer? 
made m them in the interim. Tin's forced attention to Mars, stimu-> 
lated its observation by, others possessing more powerful instru- 
ments than SchiaparcIJi posseted, and resulted in the confirmation; 
of his discoveries. His vindication as one of the greatest astrono-* 
mers of modem times was complete and Mars has since been moro, 
closely studied than any of the heavenly bodies.

He was going to show 
that it was dangerous for jurors 
not to be for the prosecution. Of 
course he was not intentionally 
trying ,to intimidate the jurors in 
the Glass case. Burns wouldn't 
do that. It was merely a coinci- 
dence that this great sensational 
investigation was coeval with the 
Glass trial. It might have the 
effect of persuading jurors that 
they would be under strong sus- 
picion and get themselves in 
trouble if they didn't vote for con- 
viction, but this astute private de- 
tective should not be held respon- 
sible 
for

circumstance. 


Ne-v ertheless

would be justified if they were to 
suggest that they would go to 
trial with lighter spirits if a pri- 
vate detective were not able to 
manipulate the machinery of th< 
law in such a way as to more than 
compensate for his inability to 
get the kind of evidence that is 
admissible in court.—Town Talk. 


INTIMIDATING 
THE JURY. 


While it may; be only an' il» 


lusion Private Detective Burns 
appears to be serving in the ca- 
pacity of first aid to left-handed 
justice. He does not figure in the 
court proceedings, but he hovers 
about like a buzzard and gets 
quoted in the newspapers at mo- 
ments that might be deemed psy- 
chological for the purpose of in- 
spiring terror.

But even jn 
those days judges were unfair to 
defendants and when the plea was 
made to* amend the law .so as to* 
permit the employment of coun- 
sel in all cases a noted orator ex- 
claimed : "Is thefe any gentleman 
in the House of Commons, who, 
in yielding his vote to this paltry 
and perilous fallacy of the judge 
being counsel for the prisoner 
does not feel that were he himself 
a criminal he would prefer any 
counsel at the bar to the tender 
mercies of the judge." And by 
the way, it may be interesting to 
know that in those days it was 
considered highly improper for 
the prosecuting attorney, to grow 
red in the face with passion while 
demanding a conviction. By the 
same orator quoted above great 
stress was laid on the moderation 
of the prosecutor, "He does not," 
said the M.P., "conjure the farpi- 
ers in the jury- box by the love 
which they bear their children, he 
does not declaim upon blood- 
guiltiness, he does not describe 
the death o'f Abel, he does not dd 
a thousand things which are not 
n English taste and which it 
wbuld be very foolish, and* very 
vulgar to do."

While thl rank 
and file have been starving on 
$7.50 a week the officials of the 
union have been living in luxury 
and riding in automobiles. Mut- 
terings of ominous import have 
been heard for weeks, but the 
warning has gone unheeded. The 
result has been a constantly, in- 
creasing list of desertions, with 
the complete disruption of the 
union close at hand. From whis- 
pered criticism a spirit of revolt 
has sprung that promises to 
sweep Cornelius and Bowling off 
their feet at any moment. Bowl- 
ing especially has provoked the 
hostility. As the secretary of the 
union he receives a salary of 
a month; from the international 
association he receives an addi- 
tional $25, but out of this he has 
to pay a clerk. Doubtless during 
the strike he incurred expenses 
which the union has paid, but 
some^of the disgruntled agitators 
have been calling attention to the 
fact that he rides in an automo- 
bile. They say that during the

fire. 
England is merciless In extorting 


taxes—the Income taxes and the Inher- 
itance tax, the latter h«r« called "death 
duties." 


The late William L. Winans of Balti- 


more, who had acquired a gigantic for- 
tune aa a 
railway 
contractor In the 


United States, Russia, and elsewhere, 
came to England many years ago. 
He 


maintained a magnificent London, man- 
sion and a splendid country estate. He 
died leaving an estate of 112,000,000. Un- 
der the Inheritance tax laws of England 
his executors were compelled immediate- 
ly to pay into 
the 
British 
treasury 
$962,000. 


Th« executors, who are the late Mr. 


Winans' son, Walter Winans and Louis 
Winans, paid the Inheritance tar under 
protest. They then brought »ult to re- 
cover the greater portion of the .mm. 


claiming that their father was a United 
States citizen and that his fortune, »7,- 
800,000 represented property not located 
In England but in the United States and 
elsewhere. They claimed, therefore, that 
this sum should b* exempt from the En- 
glish inheritance tax and they brought 
suit for the return of $660,000 paid under 
protest. 


Justice Bray, of th* King's Bench di- 


vision, , who heard this case, gave judg- 
ment in favor of the crown, so that the 
English treasury will keep the full In- 
heritance tax paid by the Winans un- 
der protest. 


This judgment will make William Wal- 


dorf Alter, Michael P. Qraoe, J. P. Mor- 
gan, Andrew Carnegie, Henry Phlpps, and 
other millionaires of the United States 
maintaining palatial residences in En- 
gland exceedingly careful about ending 
their days in England. 


The Winans claim descent from the

ALPS DIMINISHING 


CUNNING THIEVES WATCH 


MOVEHENTS OF ROYAL ONES 


BERNE, Aug. 3.—After an extremely 


hot summer in 1806, the results of the 
scientific glacier measurements confirm 
the theory that the Swiss Alpine gla- 
ciers everywhere are perceptibly dimin- 
ishing, The Durand glacier, near ZInal, 
lost fifty feet in 190i>, and 1503 feet sines 
1892. The lower Grindewald glacier and 
the great Aletech glacier, the St. Fleu- 
ron, the Qorner, and tho great Rhone 
glaciers, which are favorite subjects of 
study by the Swiss Geodetic society, lost 
hi the last two years an ice area of 88,- 
250 square feet.

Chinese Fruit Imported by Vit- 


icultural Expert Keep in 


Cold Storage. 


BERKELEY, " Aug. 8.—Grapes 
from 


China, that wilt Keep* a year when-stored 
In a specially constructed building,', are to 
be Imported IntbJthl* State by Professor 
F, T. Biolettl, the viticultural expert of 
the university. Describing this particular 
variety of Chinese gr,ipe. Professor' Bio- 
lettl, in a bulletin Issued today, says: 
"The grapes are kept In above ground 
cellars" with" walls three 'feet thick, built 
of bowlders. The temperature'Is kept^cool 
and eve'n" and the air aa dry" 
as Is possible 


without causing shrivelling by evapora- 
tion. The cellar has only one-opening— 
the door—which is closed by a mat of mil- 
let straw one foot thick. The grapes are 
laid In thin layers on wilted lotus,leaves 
placed on stone shelves and are covered 
with the same kind of leaves. The grapes 
Intended for early sales are wrapped In 
the same leaves and packed 1ft willow 
baskets which are piled in the center of 
the cellar. 
"The principle of these storage cellars 


is Identical with that of the fruit houses 
used In Europe. The essential points are 
a cool, even temperature between 40 and 
SO degrees Fahrenheit 
and 
moisture 


enough In the air to prevent undue evap- 
oration of the juice through the skins, but 
not enough to keep the surface damp. 
Shriveling and mold, the two principal 
enemies of stored • fruit, are thus pre- 
•entcd. 


"How 
much of the keeping qualities ex- 


hibited by these grapes depends on the 
careful handling and how much on the es- 
sential resistance of the fruit remains to 
)e tested. 
"The cuttings when they arrive will be 
:rafted on old vines in order to obtain 
nough for distribution In various sections 
for trial."

Billy is play 
ful at times, and then again he is 
very serious. He plays like a kitten. 
The original prairie dog was very wild, 
but this little animal has outlived the 
characteristics of the older genera- 
tions and 1* real tame. He is a passive 
sort of a creature and rarely conde- 
scends to express emotion or excite- 
ment', whatever hi* feelings might'be.

They excite a cer- 
tain degree at pleasure In every one 
who carefully watches the motions of 
these curious creature* a* they first 
assemble In numbers at their burrows 
aa if in grave consultation in regard 
to the intrusion of. strangers upon 
their quiet domain. 
And, upon the

suddenly tne assembly is dispersed, 
each one•' retiring to his respective 
home, and, standing upon the edge 
of his den, utters his peculiar bark as 
if in defiance, and they all disappear 
suddenly and every voice Is hushed 
within their burrows. These prairie 
dogs have been mo named by French, 
explorers and trapper* of the West, 
who admired the actions of these 
diminutive animals. They were for- 
mally called barking squirrels.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. ».—The 


production of lumber, lath, and shingles in 
the United States in 19.06 was the largest 
ever recorded. A census bulletin recently 
issued gives 37,500,000,000 feet as the ac- 
tual cut of the 21,000 mills which made re- 
ports. This is 7,000,000,000 feet more than 
the cut reported m 1905.* 


These figures at flrst seem to point to 


an alarming conclusion—-that the, country 
had In the last year cut more than 23 per 
cent more lumber than in 1905, in the face 
of the fast waning supply. Tha difference 
is, however, chiefly due td the, fact that 
21,000 concerns have reported their outs, 
as against less than 12,000 a year ago. 
The gain is the tresult of response from 
the smaller mills, mad§ because the ra»k 
and file of the lumbermen now appreciate 
that these returns are important to the 
trade and that their value depends upon 
everybody helping to make them as com- 
plete as possible. 


40,000,000,000 FEET. 


If the returns were complete they would 


probably show a cut of 40,000,000,000 feet 
for lumber alone. The cut of lumber forms, 
perhaps, 40 per cent of the total timber 
consumption for all purposes, llto fig- 
ures are alarming enough, token in con- 
nection with our available eupply of wood. 
The total amount of merchantable timber 
in the United States is believed to be less 
than 2,000,000,000,000 feet, if the demand 
could bo kept stationary and no timber 
were burned up by forest flres w« should 
have twenty years from now only what 
our forests would have grown in the in- 
terval. 
Three-fourth* of the population of the 


country ia east of the Mississippi, but 
move than half of the timber supply is 
west of It. The west has In Its forests 
material to last it for nearly fifty years 
if its per capita consumption is no greater 
than that of the country at large and }t 
it can hold Itself down to the same annual 
total. This, however, takes no account of 
the demands which a developing cquntry 
makes. But the east has not enough saw ( 
timber.of its own to last fifteen years. In 
point of "fact the east is already drawing 
so heavily upotfth* northwest for lumber 
that the railroads hav§ trouble to handle 
the traffic, 
WEST'S RAPID PROGRESS. 


The position which Pouglas flr holds il- 


lustrates the west's rapid progress to- 
wards becoming the principal source of 
suppjy of saw timber, and the falling off 
in the production of eastern stataa which 
formerly held flrst place,. Douglas nr now 
ranks second only to yellow pine 1^ total 
cut, and yields about one-half as* much 
lumber. Never before has It outranked 
while pine, which for many years stood 
flrst and later second. Just as white pine 
had to glva way to southern yellow pine, 
this in its turn will be superseded by 
Douglas flr, which Is also known as red flr 
and Oregon pine. It Is found nowhere east 
Of the Rocky mountains, and by far .the 
greatest quantity of it is in Oregon and 
Washington. 
The passing of the white pine of the 


lake states is emphasized by the statistics 
gathered by the census, which in 1870, 
L880, and 1890 showed Michigan the lead- 
ing state in total production of lumber. In 
the census of 1900*WlsoonsIn had passed 
to first place, with Michigan second and 
Minnesota third. This relative position 
was not changed until 1904, when Wash- 
ington appeared at the top of the column 
and Louisiana wa* third, with Wisconsin 
second 
and UinnesoU 
and Michigan 


fourth and fifth. Louisiana now takes 
second place, while Wisconsin goes down 
from t'econd to third and Minnesota from 
fourth to seventh. Mississippi and Ar- 
kansas have moved up to fifth and sixth 
places, while Michigan irow to fourth. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—Peanuts are 


beginning to form an appreciable and 
rapidly growing item in th* foreign com- 
merce of the United States, especially in 
the import trad*. Despite the faot that 
the United States produces probably 12,- 
000,000 bushels of peanuts per annum, 
her exportation* have been In such in- 
considerable quantities that the bureau of 
statistics has only recently found It neo- 
cssary to Include peanuts in its list of 
articles 
exported, 
Meantime the im- 


ports have also rapidly Increased, and 
the total foreign commerce in this arti- 
cle In the year about to end will aggre- 
gate nearly -f 1,000,000, th*'imports having 
grown in value from l«ss than $6000' in 
the year 1^00, to about $600,000 in the 
present year, while exports for the year 
will approximate about J!00,000.
